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Formal Memos of Policy Talks 
Needed to Fill Gaps of Record 


Pity the poor historian who must try to find the truth 


about the era we are now living in. There are more diaries, 


• letters, memoirs and other documents being accumulated 


than ever before. But the sum total probably produces less 
information of use to history than we had before the type- 
writer was invented. 


For one thing, some of the most crucial decisions made 


by men in high public office are never spelled out in docu- 
ments at all. They are often the result of verbal agreements, 
and the only documentary evidence may be a note reading: 
"This is to confirm our conversation of yesterday." 


Because so much history these days is being threshed 


out in verbal conference among men of high position, we are 
compeled to fall back upon the various versions offered 
later by the individual conferees. But, unhappily, the ac- 
counts seldom agree. Indeed, they frequently are diametri- 
cally opposed. 


Take, for example, the question of our changing attitude 


toward Russia right after World War II. From President 
Truman's highly publicized new book we get one version. 
From former Secretary of State James F. Byrnes we get an- 
other. From Jonathan Daniels, southern editor once close ( 
to the White House as ah adviser, still another. 


Where does the truth lie? 
You can run down a long list pf events of recent mem- 


ory about which the s.ame dilemma exists. There are half 
a. dozen different stories in every case- Who to believe? 


Actually, it isn't justthe historian who suffers from the 


confusion. The baffled citizen, trying to decide whether the 
policies of his leaders are wise or not, hardly knows where 
to turn. If -he starts with an already conceived opinion, he 
naturally will choose the version that suits his prejudices. 
But if he is simply seeking the uncolored truth, he's in a bad 
way. 


The answer to this does not likely lie in wiring aii our 


conference rooms with dictaphones or taking tape recordings 
of everything that passes between top officials. There is still 
a great deal of point in allowing our government to hammer 
out the raw material of policy in private. Men's minds oper- 
ate more freely beyond the glare of public attention. 


Yet there should be no endorsement of "secret" govern- 


ment, of a process by which decisions are taken behind locked 
doors and sprung on the public completely cold. Once a ten- 
tative policy line is agreed on among the top brass, it ought 
to be submitted for study by all interested parties. If- the 
subjection' matter does not concern security or the most deli- 
cate diplomacy, it ought to have some measure of public de- 
bate before adoption. 


This procedure, of course, does not solve the problem of 


the historian and the citizen who eventually would like to 
know—accurately—who said what in the original high-level 
discussions. 


Maybe we should insist, by law, that formal memoran- 


dums be drafted to embody alfpolicy decisions, so there will 
be no big gaps in the written record. And perhaps we ought 
to have a special corps of stenographic reporters to set down 
the full give-and-take of the preceding conferences. 


These materials need not necessarily be published soon 


after the event, unless this could be done without injury to 
the country t>r to honorable public servants. But they would 
be available when the time arrived to pass full and final judg- 
ment on the men and policies involved.

Meld Out If You Have Bad Hand

"Please tell us the correct play 


in the following Canasta hand," re- 
quests a Kansas City correspon- 
dent. "It has been hashed over 
nine different ways by our club, 
but nobody is able to convince 
anybody else. 


"Both sides needed only 50 points 


for the first meld, and the oppon- 
ents got off to a 
terrific 
start. 


They took the discard pile left and 
right and melded a mixed canasta 
of aces, four sevens with two wild 
cards, five natural tens, tour natu- 
ral nines, three natural Jives and 
klng-king-jokcr. 


"We never melded and we didn't 


like it one bit. I now drew an 
eight from the stock pile, go that 
my twelve cards were: 


10-10 9 8-8-8 <-4.4 3 2-2. 
"Nobody had discarded eights or 


fours, and nobody had 
melded 


them. The tens and nines, as you 
will remember had been melded 
heavily by the enemy. I put down 
8-8-8-2 and discarded my black 3. 


"Thia leads to my first question: 


Was this a good play? 


"Good or bad, the play went on. 


The opponent at my left drew and 
made a harmless discard. My 
partner drew an 8-2 to my meld, 


it up to four eight* and 


two deuces. He also put down 
three kings, which were no par- 
ticular bargain. Then he discard- 
ed. 


"The next opponent drew and 


discarded harmlessly. Now I drew 
another four, which"left me with:

You can't oxpect to win the 
pack with this type of hand, so the 
best you ran do is to try to meld 
out quickly. 
You have a better 


chance of striking your partner 
with two melds of "fresh" cards 
than with just one surh meld. 


When your second chance comes, 


You should 
certainly meld 
the 


fours. Your partner is unlikely to 
have three of them, but he may 
have a pair of fours and may de- 
velop a seventh four or a 
wild 


card at his next turn. Do not 
complete the 
canasta yourself.

Wage, Price Spiral Reflects 
Marked Rise in U. S. Budget 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)—The question of how much inflationary 


cost there is in the U. S. government budget is timely again. 


Legislation to extend price and wage controls is before congress. So 


are appropriation bills for next year's national defense, foreign aid and 
general government expenditures. 


Congress is also preparing to set up a new joint senate-house com- 


mittee with a big staff to check on spending. Strike threats over wage 
increases demanded on the basis of inflationary living costs are current 
in steel, oil, rallroaH, telegraph and other key industries. 


All these Industries supply things that the government buys. Any 


increases in costs resulting from wage and price increases are there 
fore bound to be reflected in the Federal budget. 


Best estimates today are that since the start of the Korean war all 


government costs have risen by an inflationary factor of 10 to 12 per 
cent. When in May, 1951, General George C. Marshall said that infla- 
tion had robbed the armed services of $7 billion out of their $35 billion 
appropriation for that year, he may have overstated the case. This 
would be a 20 per cent inflationary boost. 


In trying to measure this impact, budget bureau experts admit that 


it cannot be done accurately and must be estimated in only the rough- 
est terms. One reason is that there is no index of goods and services 
that the government buys. Stacy May, chief statistician for the old 
War Production board, tried to get up such an index. He finally had 
to give it up as an impossible job. 


There Is no Index on the cost of a battleship, an airplane or a tank. 


Designs change. New models are far more complicated than the old. 
Comparing the cost of $5000 World War II Norcien bombsighi with a 
$250,000 electronic bombsight becomes meaningless. 


PROJECTS NOT ON PUBLIC'S SHOPPING LISTS 


Even Increases in the costs of government public works projects 


cannot be measured against commercial and private home building 
cost indexes. The government builds roads, dams, airfields in Green- 
land and atomic energy plants which the general public doesn't have 
on its shopping lists. 


On government pay scales an inflationary factor may be figured. 


Congress raised all. government pay rates in "July, 1950, just after the 
Korean war broke out. Average increase was about 10 per cent. 


Some 800,000 "blue collar" government employes—craft workers in 


arsenals and similar installations receiving union pay scales—have had 
additional raises. They have been in line with wage increases for com- 
parable work in private industry, since the Korean war broke out, and 
so may be considered inflationary costs. 


Not all government payroll increases since the Korean war have 


been due to raised wage rates, however. Most of the increased cost has 
been due to the employment of 500,000 more civilians in the first two 
years of the war, with another 200,000 scheduled for hiring in the next 
fiscal year. 


This will raise the government's civilian payroll from $7.6 billion 


this year to $8 billion for an estimated average of 2,700,000 employes 
In fiscal 1953. In fiscal 1950 the payroll was $6.6 billion for 2.000,000 
employes. This represents a 21 per cent increase in payroll, but the 
cost per employe is reduced from an average of $3300 to $3000 a year. 


MILITARY PAYROLL TO RISE AGAIN 


These figures do not include the military payroll of $10 billion for 


over three million troops this year. This will rise to $11 billion for 
nearly four million troops in the coming year. A military pay increase 
bill now before congress may raise this figure another $800 million. 
This will be another inflationary boost of over 7 per cent on payroll, 
if finally approved. 


On goods and services bought by the government, budget bureau 


experts say that only an approximate calculation can be made of the 
inflationary impact. It is obtained by applying either the bureau of 
labor statistics' wholesale price index or its consumers' retail price 
index to all government spending. 


Government buying is entirely different from either of these pat- 


terns. But because these indices have come to be accepted as measures 
of the relative purchasing power of the dollar, they may be used as a 


, ,.,,..«„ .^>. iiivnouriiifH govcrnrner.t bs:dget inflation. 


As of June 30, 1950, before the Korean war began, the consumers' 


index waa 170.2—1935-39 prices being 100. As of Feb. 15, 1952, the 
index wag J87.9. This 17.7 point increase is 10.4 per" cent. 


If the wholesale index Is used, the June, 1950, figure Is 100.2—1849 


prices being 100. The March 29, 1952, figure is ill.7. The 11.5 point 
increase is 11.5 per cent. 


These 10 to nearly 12 per cent increases represent the best guess 


obtainable. If accepted, they mean that from $7 billion to $8.5 billion 
of this year's $71 billion budget can be charged to the failure to hold 
the line against wage-price increases.

in hearing. Only about three out 
of 10 of those for whom it was 
recommended, .but was not done, 
showed any hearing improvement. 
NO NEED TO WAIT 


The degree of hearing improve- 


ment was about the same in older 
and in younger children. So there 
seems to be no reason for waiting 
o have the tonsils and adenoids 
removed to conserve hearing, 
if 


removal is otherwise indicated, 
merely because a child is older. In 
other words, the operation should 
not be postponed merely in the 
lope of improvement. 


Thia experience is only one of 
leveral attempts to conserve hear- 
ng. It is, of course, better to save 
good hearing than to try to treat 
t once it has gone bad, and there- 
ore, efforts to do this should be 
encouraged.

JEWS PA PER I 
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6 Atomic GIs' Tell Experiences of 
Living Through A-Bomb Test 


ATOM BOMB SITE. Nev.—(AP) 


—Another bunch of afomic GIs has 
gone through a nuclear baptism 
with renewed confidence in their 
ability to take it. 


More than 1,500 men yesterday 


joined the exclusive society whose 
charter members were installed in 
the first atomic maneuver last Nov. 
1. Most of them shared the view 
of Master Sgt. Robert L. Johnson, 
110th fighter bomber wing, Clovis 
Air Force Base, N. M. 


"With trenches and good fox- 


holes, I think we can take anything 
—atomic or otherwise," said John- 
son. 38, of Denver. 


He and fellow Denvcrites now at 


Clovis field got a good spray of 
dust from the blast, but like other 
units came through uninjured. 


Lt. William Musegades of Fair- 


mont, Minn., gave an account of 
what the men of the 135th regi- 
ment, 47th Infantry division o£ 
Camp Bucker, Ala., went through: 


"At H minus 2 minutes we knelt 


in our trenches, put our faces down 
hi our hands. I covered my eyes 
tight but when the flash came it 
was brighter than having someone 


v shine a powerful flashlight in your 


eyes." 


This was at the bottom of a 4%- 


foot trench. Some men who stood 
up too soon had • their helmets 
knocked off by the blast. 
THistory's first atomic smoke 
jumpers—the 120 men who para- 
chuted down behind the nuclear 
dust curtain—took it as another 
job—and not too tough a one. 
- Pvt. Bennie Noel, 21, of Stamp- 
ing Ground, Ky., was typical of 
the paratroop pioneers of the 504th 
Airborne division from Fort Bragg, 
N. C. He thought he could do it 
again anytime "in good jumping 
weather." 


The closest to a casualty was 


the temporary blinding of Sfc. El- 
more Gilberry of Chicago, station- 
ed at Camp Roberts, Calif. He was 
driving a truck when he looked up 
as the bomb flashed. The burst 
blinded him for a minute and his 
eyes were bloodshot for hours. 


Tech. Sgt. Michael McBride of 


Santa Ana, Calif., did eome think- 
ing in his foxhole. 


"I had a feeling of evil," said 


McBride, who is with the Clovis 
air detachment. "But I am glad 
that we came through. I really 
hope something good will come of

ATOM BOMB SITE, Nev.,—(AP) 


—For the first time men 
have 


ived, unhurt, who stood under and 
ooked up into the flaming, hollow 
heart of the cloud that rushes up- 
ward from an A-bomb. 


This happened to soldiers and 


officers close to the giant explosion 
yesterday at Yucca ffat. 


It also happened to five con- 


gressmen who went into trenches 
with the troops. They are W. S. 
Cole (R-NY), Olen Teague (D-Tex), 
Melvin Price (D-I11), Chet Holifield 
(D-Calif.) and Carl Hinshaw (R- 
Calif.) 


This bomb was greater than 


anything in Japan or Bikini. 


The fire-cloud followed the fire- 


ball, and swelled to miles in dia- 
meter, with Red Flames and yel- 
low gases swirling in whirls bigger 
than Niagara Falls. 


Drifts Overhead 


The cloud drifted over the heads 


of some officers. 


"We looked right up inside," said 


one. "It was hollow, but you could 
not see daylight through the hole. 
It was like an umbrella and whirl- 
ing crosswise like a smoke ring. 
The inner dome was ribbed with 
dark and light colors, the dark 
one probably nitrogen dioxide." 


The desert under the bomb was 


moist from rains Saturday and 
Sunday. The flash of heat lasting 
three seconds—baked this area 
white, with alkali giving the color. 


For more than two miles in all 


directions the bomb started fires 
in Joshua trees—a cactus about 
10 feet high. One temporary first 
aid shack burned to the ground. 
The blast that followed the heat 
flash blew out most of the fires.

As an ex 
ample, he cited the influence of 
Sinclair Lewis, Nobel prize winner, 
and author of such books as "Main 
Street" and "Babbitt." 


"Sinclair Lewis' principle pur 


pose," the speaker said, "was to 
villify, revile and jeer at 
the 


American way of life. Yet he was 
granted the Nobel prize." 


He continued: "We have a situa- 


tion today in which America, with 
a tradition of peace, is now in an 
undeclared war. It's not even an 
American war. Our soldiers are 
not even permitted' to die for 
America. They are dying for the 
United Nations. 


"Could that be possible in the 


days of Nathan Hale? I don't think 
so. 


"We also have here a situation 


today where we set aside our coun< 
try's welfare for the welfare of 
others. I don't believe that is 
Americanism! 


"We must reaffirm the integrity 


and the inherent independence of 
the United States," Yost declared. 


"There must be no compromise 


with 100 per cent Americanism. By 
example we must instill throughout 
the world what is honorable and 
what is good."

Export Squeeze by U. S. for 
Oatis Imprisonment Showing 
Results in Czechoslovakia

WASHINGTON — (AP) — One 


year ago today Communist Czecho 
Slovakia threw William N. O.Uis in 
to jail. 


The name of the Associatec 


Press correspondent has become a 
symbol of free world opposition to 
Communist fear and oppression 
He is still behind bars as a con- 
victed "spy," but it is begiming to 
cost his Red captors some two 
million dollars a month in Ameri- 
can trade to keep him there. 


Commerce department i eports 


show the economic squeeze which 
the United States imposed in retali- 
ation for Oatis' arrest has i educed 
the volume of Czech sales >n this 
country by probably 90 per cent 
and is getting tighter. 


The squeeze started last October. 


The Czechs had been seising an 
average of more than two million 
dollars a month worth of their 
products in this country. The com- 
merce department said tuat in 
January, the latest 
mon'n for 


which figures are complete. Czech 
imports totaled only $205,622. 


U.S. Exports Vanished 


American exports to Czechoslo- 


vakia—controlled by the tight U.S. 
government licensing s y.', t e m— 
have almost vanished. 


Communist secret agents seized 


Oatis last April 23 as he was put- 
ting away his car for the night in 
his Prague garage. 


State department officials said 


today they are still pressing for 
his release. 


The Prague icgime has hinted it 


might consider freeing Oatis—now 
38—although at a price the state 
department has firmly ruled out. 
Some authorities believe the Com- 
munists have decided they have 
nothing more to gain, in propa- 
ganda or any other ways, by hold- 
ing him longer. 


The lanky former Marlon, Ind., 


reporter was told that witn "good 
behavior" the 10-year sentence im- 
x>sed on him July 4 would be 
mlved. The charges were that as 


reporter he engaged in hostile 


activities^ against the Communist 
state and spread secret and mali- 
cious information. Three Czech 
employes of the bureau Oatis head- 
ed we« given sentences at the 
same time ranging from 16 to 20 
years. 


Only Doing Job
